The 103rd. Annual Meeting of the 
Illinois Education Association will 
be held in the Hotel Sherman, Chi- 
cago, today, tomorrow and Saturday. 

Dr. Irving F. Pearson, Executive 
Secretary of the association, said 
that the meeting will be centered a- 
bout the problems created by the 
rapidly increasing number of births 
which result in increased school en- 
rollments, (needed classrooms, short- 
age of teachers in the public schools 
from kindergarten through college 
and university, school finance, and 
taxation. Emphasis will also be 
placed upon ways and means of 
developing a better understanding 
of these problems by both the teach- 
ers and -the general public. 

It was pointed out by Dr. Pearson 
that the public schools are the busi- 
ness of all the people, but that 
teachers must assume a responsibil- 
ity above and beyond that of the 
general public. 

The annual banquet will be held 
in the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel 
Sherman-, Dec. 28. Dr. J. Lester Bu- 
ford, superintendent of the Mount 
Vernon public schools, and im- 
mediate past president of the Na- 
tional Education Association, will 
be the principal speaker.

Several other affiliated organiza- 
tions will hold meetings in conjuc- 
tion with the Illinois Education 
Association convention.

McHenry County's traffic deaths 
for the year now stand at 40 in 
contrast to 30 last year. 

Orders Leaves Cancelled 
Governor William G. Stratton has 
ordered X l.linols State Police to uso 
, their, full strctigth of ivicn and equip- 
ment -to prevent -outo crashes.^ on 
highways during New Year week 
end. Police leaves of absence have 
been canceled. Auxiliary police units 
are being called on to help handle 
motor vehicle .traffic during the 
holidays. 

Radar equipment will be used 
throughout the state to detect speed- 
ing motorists, the governor warned. 
Unmarked cars and the usual black 
cars from other state agencies will 
be used by the police. 

The governor pointed to a recent 
report by the Division of Highways 
showing speed and driving while 
intoxicated as the leading causes 
of auto crashes during the 1055 
holiday season. All police officers 
have been asked to watch sharply 
for these offences, and the governor 
requested traffic courts to be just 
but firm ir.i handling such cases.

A bulletin issued by on Independent utility company 
asks "Do you realize (hot four out of every five of us In the 
United States are Wiping pay for the electric bills of the 
fifth? That's a 'fa</ty' *Thcro are two main reasons for It. 
One Is the tax subsidies that go to socialized electric systems. 
The other is the preference clauso. 

That clause is a device in the law whereby public power 
districts, municipal systems; and cooperatives get first choice 
In buying electricity from fedorol ■ power projects for which 
we all must pay taxos to build. Only after they have taken 
what they wont.do the lost of us — the overwhelming majority 
served by taxpaying power companies — get any. This is as 
If the post office deportment should build some houses In a 
community with the general taxpayers' money and then an- 
nounce: "Wo'H give. preference *In mall delivery to these 
houses, and only of tef. they are served, and if we have any 
time loft, will be toko care of the rest of the people." In 
other words, it i6'"prefcronco" for the few— and "discrimina- 
tion" against the many. 

There is. neither logic nor justice In the preference 
policy. And the way it began is an example of how great 
oaks from little acorns grow. In 1906 Congress decided 
that surplus electricity from Irrigation projects should be 
used for "municipal purposes." This was small potatoes 
then, ond apparently no one paid much attention to It. 
But It's a big matter now. 

There's no room ,'for-elther preference or discrimination 
in o free country. "V; .. v '' •■ • 

"On the iob" Teacher Training 

Tho value of practical experience, as an important 
part of training In' virtually every field of endeavor, Is un- 
questioned. Michigan State University is proving that 
such experence is no less important in the critical job of 
training teachers. 

This year, .300 M.S.U. students are teaching full-time 
in 13 Michigan ' communities before receiving college de- 
grees as "full-fiedgod" rtcochers. Thus, In the community 
itself, they ore able to sec the problems a community must 
face ond team the viewpoints of parents and others without 
the orientation period that often is trying for all concerned. 

Such a program could be adopted by many other 
schools and communities to the mutual benefit of everyone.

The Natural Gas Problem 

This country has a vast source of energy in Its natural 
gas, and use of this fuel for both domestic and commercial 
purposes has tremendously increased. But under present 
conditions, its full potentialities cannot be realized. 

The reason lies in a Supreme Court decision, now more 
thon two years old, which said in effect that the Federal 
Power Commission must take regulatory Jurisdiction over 



natural gas production In the oil fields. This, many feel 
was not the will of Congress. Tho gas producers— of wh.om 
thcro ore thousands — ore in no sense public utilities, They 
havc.no protected markets. Their work Is Intensely' com- 
petitive and highly risky. 

The remedy lies In. "Congressional action to free these 
producers of a form of regulation which must Inevitably 
force a reduction In the sinking of new wells and result 
In a diminishing gas supply — at the expense of consumers 
all over the country. Congress did pass such a bill early 
this year, but it was vetoed by the President because of 
unethical lobbying methods had been used on behalf o( the 
measure. He did not use the veto power because he fait 
the bill was In Itself a bad one — indeed, In. tho veto mes- 
sage, Mr. Eisenhower endorsed the bill's objective and prin- 
cipal provisions. 

It is expected that a strong effort backed by leaders 
of both parties — will be mode to pass' a similar bill when 
Congress convenes again. The notional interest, as well 
as the Interest of natural gas users, demands this to be done.

In defending this tox, the late Senator Borah once said: 
"The great and honored lawyer, Joseph Choote, denounced 
such a tax as socialistic. He said that If you levy a tax of 
two per cent, you con lay a tax of fifty per cent or a hundred 
per cent. 

"Who will lay the tax of fifty per cent or a hundred 
per cent? 

"Whose equity, sense of fairness, of Justice, of pa- 
triotism, does he question? 

"Why the representatives of the American people — 
not only that, but the intelligence, the fairness, the Justice 
of the people themselve, to whom their representatives are 
always answerable," 

Senotor Borah was o famous ond able man, but In 
this case he could hardly have been more wrong. An in- 
come tax of 50 per cent now applies at levels which are 
far from great wealth. .And in the top bracket the tax is 
91 per cent — only 9 per cent short of the total expropri- 
ation that Joseph Choate feared. 

Moreover, even In relatively modest brackets, the tax 
collector hits very hard. Taxes, direct and indirect, account 
for about one-third of a $7,500 annual income. And a 
man earning $85 a week works more hours to pay his 
taxes than to pay for his food and clothing combined.

Resolution For Good Health 

Areyou ornie of ithc many persons 
who have made resolutions' for tlhe 
coming year? Have you promised 
yourself to overcome ithe bad 'habits 
and strive for better ones? In your 
sincere desire <to- dead a better life, 
have you thought,, ,to be complete, 
this should also include ;a special 
attempt to keep you healthy and 
well, the Educational Committee of 
the Illinios State 'Medical Society 
asks in HEALTH TALK. 

How can you go about (this? 'First ci 
all, what is the state of your health? 
When did you have your last phys- 
ical examination? Simply because 
you've been feeling comparatively 
well does not mean >that. some con- 
dition does not exist .(that, if left 
undetected, will cause ilkiiess. Late- 
ly you seem bo tire easily, but you 
attributed this, .to .-.the hurry and 
bustle of the holidays. But is it? 
Remember fatigue is associated with 
a number of conditions that could 
be remedied. 

What about your heart, lungs, 
ears and eyes? When was your blood 
pressure checked? Are you sure it 
is within the normal range for your 
age amid weight? A good (physical 
examination is *he best insurance 
you have for /these answers. ■ 

Ask your .physician .to, give you 
a thorough ch'e$fc4ip. Have an x- 
iray examination of your chest 1 so 
that you can* toe . dimiotated .from 
the group of persons walking about 
with latent tuberculosis. See that 
your ears are free of infection and 
that your vision is adequate, Eye 
strain is responsible for such con- 
ditions as headache, dizziness, nauea 
amid irritable disposition.' 

The physical examination should 
include a urinalysis. One important 
condition this reveals is diabetes. 
Eliminate yourself as a suspect. 

Have you noticed -any peculiar 
lumps on your body? Pherhaps mot, 
because some of these are. so small 
.they go undetected until rtheyvare 
felt by tihe sensitive>diagnostic fing- 
ers of your physician. Remember 
that any unusal growth should be 
investigated, for this is a manifest- 
atiomi of cancer. On the. other hand, 
the tiny tumor may not be malignant 
at all. Why not be sure than sorry? 

Your physical examination should 
not end with your (physician. A visit 
to your dentist is essential. Again 
an x-ray examination of your teeth 
and gums is necessary .to rule out 
abnormalities. Good dental care is 
important, since infections of the 
mouth (numerous, painful and in- 
capacitating. 

The human maahine is a wonder- 
ful structure, but, like many me- 
chanical appliances, if not kept in 
good operating caniditiom it breaks 
down. Perhaps the collapse won't be ■ 
complete, but a part here and there ' 
needs repairs to restore coordination 
and good function. 

Preventive medicine is one of the 
formost advances in modennl medi- 
cine. Not only can certain diseases 
be obviated (through immunizationv 
but they can be overcome should 
they be detected early. 

Let your resolutions for a better 
life include one (to have a physical 
examination. Then activate it. Don't 
det your wish for good health die 
in the well of wMiful thinking. 
Check, in the New Year with a check 
on your health.

Fifty-one per cent of .the public 
high schools in the United States 
now provide driver education, which 
the National Safety Councirdeclares 
is one of the most promising methods 
to reduce .the traffic accident toll. 

At the end of the 1948-49 school 
year| only 29 per cent of the nation's 
public high schools offered driver 
education, according' (to the council. 

Recognition of the importance of 
driver education has been growing 
among educators and parents, the 
Council states, with many women's 
clubs and parent-teacher organiza- 
tions taking the lead. 

As an example, the Council cited 
the top winner in the last Carol 
Lane award program.* The Decatur, 
Ga., Business and Professional Wo-

'The nations of Western Europe 
are doing everything within their 
power to supply sufficient quantities 
of gasoline for present and future 
visitors. But the -situation is ex- 
tremely fluid." 

According to the Motor Club 
there is no gasoline rationing for 
American visitors in the following 
countries: Austria, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Finland, Germany, Greece 
Ireland, Italy, The Netherlands, Nor- 
way Portugal, Spain, Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

Rationing is in effect in Denmark, 
France, Luxembourg, Monaco, and 
Turkey. Great Britain) is to start 
Dec. 17, and Ireland on Jan. I. But 
it has been arranged, in Denmark 
that dollars will buy gasoline any- 
where itv the country, according to 
Alex Dessau, director of the Danish 
national travel office in New York 

Timothy J. O'Driscoll, director 
general of the Irish Tourist board, 
also announced in New York. 

"American tourists in Ireland for 
1957 need have no concern about 
availability of gasoline for American 
or rented cars. The government is 
allocating adequate petrol supply 
for overseas visitors." 

Great Britain "expects to allow 
visitors 200 miles per month. Rental 
organizations will receive generous 
allowances ora a weekly advance 
basis." 

The AAA International Travel de- 
partment's London manager cabled: 
"Visitors from abroad will probably

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Insurance Study 
Shows South, West 
Are Faring Better 

J^ Y0 RK-Llf c insurance 
policy benefits going into the South 
ond West In recent years have 
been Increasing at a much more 
rapid rate than in the rest of the 
country, the Institute of Life In- 
surance reports. 

Last year's benefit pnyments un- 
der life Insurance policies owned 
in the Southern and Western States 
were GO percent greater than in 
1050, while they were 38 percent 
greater In the rest of the country. 

The increase from 1040 In denth 
benefit payments alone in the 
South and West was nearly 175 
percent, while for the rest of the 
country it was 107 percent. 

"The increase In the flow of 
benefit payments Is a direct re- 
flection of the grcater-than-avcrage 
rise in life insurance ownership in 
.those areas, which is, in turn, a 
reflection of the population and in- 
dustry shifts of the post decade or 
two," the Institute said. "It demon- 
strates, however, the speed with 
which life Insurance dollars follow 
our families In their changes of 
residence and Improvements in 
. circumstances*" 

Population in the West South 
Central, Mountain and Pacific 
States, combined, in 1055 was 44 
percent above the 1040 level; In 
the East South Central and South 
Atlantic States It was up 23 per- 
cent and In the rest of the coun- 
try 10 percent. Income In 1955 of 
families In the Southwest and West 
was 370 percent above the 1D40 
level, while the rise In the South- 
east and South Central was 320 
percent and In the rest of the coun- 
try 251 percent.

In Luxembourg, .tourists are "ex- 
pected ito receive generous allow- 
ances." In France, gasoline is said 
■to be difficult to obtain. Bub the 
government is studying * a (plan to 
allow any visitor .to report to the 
prefecture of whatever department

It is expected that France will give"

Television May 
Help Solve Our 
Teacher Shortage 

NEW YOItK-One ot the most 
troublesome problems In develop- 
ing new teachers is the fact that 
mnny ndults who like to tench 
ennnot nlTord the necessary addi- 
tional ncodemlc work. For many 
It means quitting a job and going 
back to school mnny miles from 
home. Relatively tew people have 
a college or university near enough 
to allow them on weekends or In 
evenings to complete the requisite 
classwork. 

However, the Texas Education 
Agency has a brand new approach 
to this problem which It will try 
out this fall. Tills Is to prepare lib- 
eral arts graduates for teaching by 
open circuit television. This project 
has the cooperation of 51 colleges 
and universities, leading school 
systems of the state, eight TV sta- 
tions, the Texas Association of 
School Board Members, Parent- 
Teacher Associations and Junior 
Leagues. Texas thus makes edu- 
cation courses available right In 
the homes and blankets the state 
with them at no cost or travel In- 
convenience to the teacher-pros- 
pect. 

Another new project using tele* 
vision Is planned by the University 
of Alabama through its extension 
division. The Alabama educational 
TV station Is able to reach approxi- 
mately 05 percent of the people 
and schools — a larger percentage 
than can be reached by an educa- 
tional TV station In any other 
state. 



1956 Turkey Crop Was 
Record Production 

MINNEAPOLIS— One and three- 
quarter turkeys for every family 
In the United States— that is what 
the record 1050 crop of over 70 
million birds amounted to. 

In 1950, we produced slightly 
more than one turkey — 44 million— 
for each U.S. family. Back In 1030, 
only 17 million turkeys were pro- 
duced, a little more than one-half 
a bird for each family, the bureau 
says. 

Thus, we produced in 1850 ap- 
proximately four times as many 
turkeys as we raised a quarter of 
a century ago. Several factors have 
contributed to this enormous in- 
crease; now varieties which could 
be marketed much younger; redu'c- 

tion in labor required ond In bird 
mortality, through new scientific 
methods, which has made year 
around marketing possible; attrac- 
tive packaging and display in mod- 
ern food stores; and in the cose 
of the 1950 spurt in production, a 
favorable feed situation and the 
memory of good profits on the G5- 
million-bird crop of 1955.

Thanks to modern well drilling 
techniques and efficiency of elec- 
trically-powered pumping equip- 
ment, the homeowner who has to 
provide for his own water supply 
can count on a source every bit as 
satisfactory as city-supplied water. 
But— before buying a lot and 
building in the country, determine 
the availability of ground water In 
the areci. Once this is settled, the 
papers signed and a general con- 
tractor engaged to do the building, 
the next step is to choose a com- 
petent well drilling contractor to 
develop a water source. 

When the well Is delivering wa- 
ter and has been tested for capac- 
ity, it is time to decide on a pump 
for the electric water system. No 
pump can deliver water faster 
than the wclUcan supply it. It Is 
unwise to size a pump entirely on 
[he basis of current requirements. 
Needs arc bound to grow as fami- 
lies Increase in size.

Which was known to have been im- 
mersed in fresh water for six years 
revealed a "most amazing medical 
feature," according to a report in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

When first examined the body 
was in a "remarkable state ot 
preservation." with the skin intact 
and the size, shape, consistency 
and location of all the internal or- 
gans appearing like those of a body 
freshly examined, Dr. Walter Len- 
tlno, a New York radiologist, said. 
But when tissues from the vari- 
ous organs were examined micro- 
scopically, the amazing feature 
emerged. The Individual cells and 
tissues were found to, have . com- 
pletely dissolved, so that It was 
impossible to tell from which organ 
the tissue came. 



Wage-Salary Share of 
National Income Is Up 

Wage and salary payments ond 
supplements represent 70 cents of 
every dollar of national Income, 
according to an anlysis of data 
compiled by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. This is a new high 
proportion, and compares with a 
ratio of G4 cents in both 1950 and 
1840, ond with less thnn GO cents 
In 1020.

CHICAGO .— Most frequent vic- 
tims of clothing fires are children 
and elderly people. 

Children's clothing catches fire 
when they a rep laying with 
matches, playing around stoves or 
heaters, and too 'close to outdoor 
fires. Elderly people's clothing 
catches fire when they use Btoves 
carelessly, warm themselves at 
■fireplaces and radiant heaters, or 
fall asleep while smoking. 

Some clothes, because of the way 
the cloth is made or because of 
the style of the garment, are more 
dangerous than others. 

Therefore, -beware of light 
weight, loosely fitting clothes, ruf- 
fles, flounces, kimono type sleeves, 
filmy nets and gauze. Also beware 
of sweaters with brushed long 
fibres for some Ignite easily and 
burn intensely. 

• Remember that most clothing 
fires occur because of the wearer's 
carelessness. Train yourself and 
your family always to be. Careful 
In the presence of open -flames, 
heaters, stoves and other sources 
of ignition. 

Select the safest, material avail : 
able. If a safe substitute cannot 
be found, it will be possible to. re- 
duce the hazard of some fabrics 
by flameprooflng. 



Olympic Quiz 
Is Interesting 

LOS ANGELES — Like to try a 
ten -second "quiz on the Olympic 
Games? 

When were' the games fixed by 
professional gamblers? When were 
contestants required to take an 
oath before being allowed , to com- 
■pete? What city supported its 
Olympic winners for life out of the 
public treasury? r . 

All these incidents took place 
centuries ago when the games 
were the exclusive property of the 
Greeks. Origin of the games 
reaches back more than 3,000 years 
ago when the contests !were held 
on the plain of Olympla northwest 
of Sparta as a tribute to the Greek 
god, Zeus. 

Dr. Arthur Patch McKinlay, 
emeritus professor of L a .t in at 
UCLA says strict rules were de- 
veloped to stop fixing , of the "ath- 
letic events by gamblers. A 
contestant convicted of taking a 
bribe was heavily fined and the 
-money used to set up ^bronze 
images of Zeus. 

Only Greeks of pure descent 
could take part in the games and 
oaths had to be taken by the con- 
testants and their trainers promis- 
ing to abide by the rules. 

Olympic heroes from Athens got 
the best prize of all. They were 
supported for life out of public 
funds. 



Study Show's Athletes 
Live Long as Anybody 

CHICAGO— Athletes live just as 
long and die. of the same causes as 
do nonathletes, a Michigan State 
University survey has shown. > 

The effects of intensive athletic . 
competition on the heart andother 
organs and on bodily resistance to 
disease have long been the subject, 
of controversy ; and it was believed 
"that athletic competitlonshortened 
life expectancy. Some studies have 
indicated that the life expectancy ; 
of former college athletes is 
greater than that of the general 
population, but shorter than that 
of college "Intellectuals," while 
others have shown no difference. 

The Michigan State study was 
set up because it was thought that 
a comparison of athletes to their- 
classmates might give more valid 
information

NEW YORK — With cold i a' 
plenty this time of .year, there: is 
good reason to believe that, unlike 
taxes, relief is in sight. The hope- 
ful prospect stems from the report 
of a new vaccine effective against 
• one type of cold. -Presently being 
mass t e s t e d, ' and not available 
commercially, the" vaccine offers 
protection 'from one of the ten 
known forms of •'grippe" virus. 
This one causes sore throat; laryn- 
gitis, swollen glands, conjunctivitis ' 
and about six-days' fever. 

The ''gimmick'/' of course, is 
that the vaccine will not prevent 
getting the common cold "or the 
eight other cold-like respiratory in- 
fections which.! afflict' most of us. 
But medical : science is now con- 
fident it la on tne right track.

Lots of farmers arc making extra 
money these days by growing 
Christmas trees— cither as a sepa- 
rate crop, or as a secondary prod- 
uct from wood lots managed for 
timber. 

* * * 

A Christmas tree crop is valuable 
—so it's important to protect it prop- 
erly Against fire, disease, insects, graz- 
ing and trespassing. A good road 
system through the entire area will 
make it easier to harvest your trees, 
and it'll provide fire protection, too. 
•And usually you'll cut skid roads prior 
to harvesting. 

* * * 
Thinning is necessary if a 

Christmas-tree form is to be kept 
productive. When trees become too 
thick, they quickly lose their mar- 
ket value. So some of the trees 
should be removed to provide addi- 
tional growing space for the rest. 
I like to do my thinning at harvest 
time, always saving the best trees 
to increase in size and improve in 
quality. And after thinning, I 
always kill the stump by removing 
all the green branches. 'Cause, if 
you don't, these branches will fill 
in the openings, making it impos- 
sible for remaining trees to take 
Advantage of the additional grow 
Jng ipacol

I prune my Christmas trees by 
removln' the lower limbs of thin- 
foliaged trees. This stimulates heavier 
growth in the top. Generally, this 
type of pruning is used on 'trees that 
are thin-topped, forked, or diseased 
Also trees that'll produce four-to-sbc- 
foot Christmas trees within two to 
four years after being pruned. Thin- 
foliaged trees retard the growth of 
smaller trees, but wouldn't if they 
, were pruned,

1 Key to Poultry Profits 




Breeding may determine the egg laying potential of a pullet 
flock-but the actual rate of laying will be largely determined by 
the production practices employed. 

Heavy production can be q 
achieved only when the flock Is 

■ healthy, comfortably housed nnd 
jfed the right amount and fcombl- 

ruition of nutrients. Pullets should 
,be housed soon after they begin 
! laying. Provide plenty of feed and 
j water and keep it accessible. Use a 
ithin litter the first few weeks and 
.place feed hoppers and, waters at 
;o relatively low level. 

Temperature is important. A 

few hot days, coupled with im- 
proper ventilation can easily 

■ throw a pullet flock but of pro- 
id uction. Keep the area cool by 
[sprinkling water and keeping 
[some windows open. 

The University of Maryland 
•says that rate of laying is the most 
[important factor in determining 

feed costs. A flock laying at an 

80% rate uses about half as much 

.feed in the production of a dozen 

eggs as a flock laying at a 30% 

rate. That's an Important point to 

remember when you're figuring 

the cost of. feed, 



To induce maximum feed con- 
sumption, the ration should be 
palatable, uniform in quality and 
texture, and contain all of the nu- 
trients essential to high egg pro- 
duction. You will find that the 
manufactured feeds are econom- 
ical in the long run because there's 
never any question about their 
balance, cleanliness, and nutri- 
tional factors. i 

However, regardless of the feed- 
ing system, oyster shells and grit| 
arc necessary to help a layer uti-i 
lize feed more efficiently. Oyster' 
shells provide the extra calcium 
required for good egg .shells. 

Production for the average farm 
flock should exceed 200 eggs per 
year per pullet. According to the 
Agricultural Service Division of 
Union Bag &_ Paper Corporation, 
makers of multiwall paper bags 
for feed, any poultryman who fol- 
lows a sound program of feeding, 
management and sanitation con 
achieve this profitable output and 
make, real money.
